LITTLE ROCK.—Passage of the Soil 


Conservation Districts Law by the 
Arkansas Legislature puts this state in 
n position to secure full co-operation 
from the federal government for cnr- , 
rying out of erosion and flood control 
programs throughout Ac state, ac- 
cording to a statement made here by 
J. W. Sargent, state coordinator of the 
Soil Conservation Service . 


"The Arkansas bill is based on a 


standard state soil conservation dis- 
tricts law which was drawn and ap- 
proved by the Department of Agricul- 
ture as the type of stale legislation that 
would be acceptable to the Department 
ill order ito receive Federal aid in con- 
ducting a program of soil and mois- 
ture conservation in the states," Mr. 
Sargent said. 


"The fact that Arkansas is the first

state to pass such legislation puts us in

n most admirable position to receive 


j 
the full benefit of all federal help 


' 
which may be made available through 
the Department of Agriculture for the 
control of erosion and lessening of 
flood hazzards in the major stream 
watersheds of the state." 


Wallace's Statement 


Mr. Sargent pointed to the following 


statement made this week by Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace as evidence 
of the necessity of proper state legisln- 


Aytion in order to receive full benefit of 
^Ppfcderrt^-co-Dperatton-in^wjil-and mois- 


ture conservation work: 


"Last summer the United Slates De- 


partment of Agriculture reached the 
conclusion that it .Was foolish to spend 
large sums of money setting up soil 
conservation projects unless we could 
be certain of more unanimous co-oper- 
ation by farmers and landowners in the 
different localities. Of course, this 
more unanimous co-operation could be 
obtained only by invoking state auth- 
ority. The federal government can, 
however, withhold benefits and serv- 
ices from those states which do not 
pass laws making possible the right 
kind of co-operation. 


"The passage of such legislation," 


Secretary Wallace continued, "really 
means that state authority is provided 
to the district to enforce participation 
in a soil conservation program on any 
minority of non-co-operators. The fed- 
eral government can then spend money 
on a district set up in this way with 
some assurance that a real job can be 
done to check and absorb heavy rains 
at the headwaters before they have a 
chance to join the swollen streams. 
But in no case will the work be start- 
ed until the majority of the people 
have given thcr assent and have said 
that they want the help of the gov- 
ernment," 


In expressing pleasure at the fore- 


sight of Arkansas legislators for put- 
ting Arkansas in a position to co- 
operate fully with the federal govern- 
ment in the nation-wide fight against 
erosion, Mr. Sargent explained that 


of farmers living outside of 


Soil Conservation Service pro- 


jects and camp areas in the state have 
expressed a desire for the technical 
direction of the Service in instituting 
erosion control programs on their own 
farms. 


Must Include All 


"While much good hos already been 


accomplished in project and camp 
areas," Mr. .Sargent stated, "it is evi- 
dent that the problem of erosion con- 
trol cannot be solved entirely by work 
in more or less isolated areas. For the 
problem to be adequately dealt with, 
all the crodiblc land in every water- 
shed must be brought under sonic form 
of erosion control. Information and 
direction of activity by 
technically 


trained soil conservationists must be 
made available to all those farm own- 
ers or operators who are now outside 
^fo project or camp areas if we are fi- 
nally arrive at the desired good of 
having all the land in any given water- 
shed or watersheds under a coordinat- 
ed erosion control program. 


"Some headway in this direction has 


been made by the spread of erosion 
control practices to numerous individ- 
ual farms as a result of field work 
lone by various agricultural agencies. 
While none can deny the value of this 
work, I am confident all will agree 
this is a slow process that can hardly 
be expected to overcome in a state- 


riwide way the ever increasing rate of 


Tosion. 


However, with the passage of this 


bill it will be possible for groups of 
farmers interested in erosion control 
to form districts for the carrying out of 
co-ordinated soil and moisture conser- 
vation measures with the co-operation 
of State and Federal 
agricultural

LOUIS. — (/P) — "Steamboat a- 


comin'!" 


"Steamboat 'round the bend!" 
These joyful shouts, which once an- 


nounced the arrival in sleepy Missis- 
sippi river villages of the picturesque 
stern and side wheelers, may soon her- 
ald the return of river craft -to glory — 
and profits. 


"No longer an idle dream," says Cap- 


tain Donald T. Wright, "but an immi- 
nent reality is the return of passenger 
boats to the Mississippi and the Ohio." 


Wright, who is editor of "The Water- 


ways Journal," says river men report 
a steadily incraesing demand for pas- 
senger accommodations. Plans for lux- 
urious "tourist steamers" already are 
under way and groups of capitalists 
are considering proposals to build 
them. 


Wright says barge lines arc carrying 


more freight today than in the bright- 
est period of river traffic, » 


For proof of the renewed interest in 


passenger travel, he cites the success- 
ful seasons of an excursion boat oper- 
ating out of St. Louis, and of another 
in service between Pittsburgh and Cin- 
cinnati. 


"Romance still lives on the river," 


Wright maintains. "The world is hun- 
gry for the gaiety and color typified 
by the river boat period." 


He does not envision an immediate 


boom but declares that with the com- 
pletion of the nine-foot channel from 
New Orleans to Minneapolis, and the 
elimination by government-construct- 
ed dams and locks of high and low 
extremes on the river, passenger trade 
may be expected to increase to a par 
with freight traffic, 


Passenger business, which has drop- 


ped to almost nothing, began its de- 
cline in the late 80vs with the advance 
of the railroads into the west. 


The decrease was accelerated by op- 


eration difficulties. Before govern- 
ment engineers tied Old Man River in 
his bed, unexpected channel shifts 
made steamboating hazardous work. 
Wrecks were numerous and the result- 
ing financial losses bankrupted many 
lines.

Meets Roosevelt 


MacKenzie King and Pres- 


ident Talk Over Border 


Relations 


WASHINGTON — (ff). — President 


Roosevelt and Premier W. L. Macken- 
zie King of Canada sat down in the 
White House Friday night fora dis- 
cussion of world affairs but the de- 
tails of their conference were kept 
secret. 


On liis arrival here at the invitation 


of the president, King said their con- 
versations would cover 
matters of 


"mutual interests to the United States 
and Canada." 


The president told his press confer- 


ence he and the Canadian premier 
would discuss world 
affairs. Ob- 


servers, who believe the administra- 
tion soon will renew efforts to ne- 
gotiate a St. Lawrence waterway 
treaty with Canada, saw possibilities 
that this project would be threshed 
out. 


At the Canadian legation, where 


King greeted newspapermen, lie de- 
clined to comment on the significance 
of his visit. He did not know, he said, 
what the president wanted to discuss. 


King smiled when interviewers re- 


minded him that former President 
Hoover and Ramsay MacDonald, one- 
time prime minister of England, had 
set a precedent in international inter- 
course by sitting on a log at the Hoo- 
ver summer camp in Virginia in 1929 
to talk 
of naval disarmament. The 


premier said he expected to follow the 
Roosevelt precedent of sitting on a 
sofa. "That is where h« sat to tuik 
when I visfted him in, 1935," the Ca- 
nadian said.

Perliaps the most pleasant deductions you can make on your income tax re- 


turn are those based on what you have given away. 


But be careful. All the money you®

may have given away during the past 
year isn't necessarily deductible. The 
money you may have passed out to 
panhandlers on the street, or the ?5 
check you sent to Cousin Ed that time 
he was in a spot, do not count as con- 
tributions under the income tax law. 


Only those to recognized organiza- 


tions are counted, as it would be haro. 
to check up rm casual benefactions to 
individual people. 


Furposi: Important 


The organization you have given to 


must be operated exclusively for re- 
ligious, charitable, scientific, literary 
or educational purposes, or for the pre- 
vention of cruelty to animals or chil- 
dren.

deductible.

outspoken story of his "War Memoirs," 
with the publication of volume six 
(Little, Brown: $3).Ancl as he finishes 
lis story, he takes occasion once more 
o speak his mind about the mistakes 
)f the military men in the World War. 


Fortunately for the Allies, he says, 


he German soldiers made more costly 
mistakes than the Allied ones made, 
The Allied blunders merely prolonged 
the war; the German blunders lost it, 


A sample: In 1916, he says, Ger- 


many could have won the war by 
'oregoing the Verdun offensive and 
using the troops that were wasted 
here to knock Russia out of the war. 
The thing could have been done, all 
he Balkans could have been brought 
>ermanently under German control, 
the road to the east could have been 
nade secure, and Germany could have 
)een made the dominant power in 
Europe for gene-rations to come. 


Conversely, the Allies might have 


won in 1915 or 1916 if they had remain- 
d on the defensive in France and 
truck powerfully at Turkey and the 
Jalkans. It was their blows there, in 
918, that finally did win the war, says 
to. Lloyd George; the blows coujd 
just as well have been struck, two or 
three years earlier to the same effect. 


A dismal picture? Undoubtedly. Mr. 


Lloyd George bijkes out a damning 
case against military muddleheaded- 
nses.
